thoir opinion. Tho recont ox- 
ohango of viows necessitated by 
tho Goneva Protocol has no 
doubt omphasisod tho advantages 
of an onlargod department to 
tackle Imporial probloms, and, in- 
cidontally, givo to Colonial affairs 
a propor placo in tho greatly 
inoroasod political porspectivo of 
recent yoors, [t is to bo notod 
thot bosides tho chango of do- 
signation from Secrotary of Stato 
for the Colonios to Soorotary of 
Stato for Imporial Affairs, which 
prosumably will carry with it 
tncreasod powers for the official 
in question, thore aro to bo addi- 
tions to tho staff involving an 
oxtra permanent sooretary and 
anothor Parliamontary undor- 
socrotary, ‘This should onsuro 
prompt attontion to mattors 
affecting tho colonial torritorios, 
-which aro at prosent, it has to bo 
said, ofton dealt with in some- 
what dilatory fashion, probably 
owing to pressuro of business.
